| Evidently No Truth in the Reports That
They Were Not on Good Terms—Cleves
land's Views Upon the Recent Contest
in the Keystone State.

PHILADELPRIA, November 18 —0On the
second day after the returns swnounced the
election of Robert E. Pattison as Governor
of Pennsylvania he received 3 personal let-
ter from ex-President Cleveland, congratu-
lating him upon bis wvictory. Yesterday a
Philadelphia mewspaper published an ed-
itorial headed “Pattisoy  Was Forgotien,”
in which it was wadé fo appear that Mr
Cleveland had slighted Mr. Pastison. On
the contrary, a pleasant interchange of
courtesy had ' occurred, as shown by the
following letters:

NEw Yonk., November 7, 1500,

MY DEAR Rin—Though I know that you are
overwhelmed with congratulations. 1 cannot re-
SiSt the tempiation 1o eXpress to you my delight
upon your election s Governor of Penusyl-
vania. 1 bave felt the most intense interest in
the contest 1n sour State, and have haag great
sytnpathy with the good peopie there, con.
fromied, as they were, with everyibing that was
bad, and this iudorsed and supported by a party
clalming an momense majority of the voters, 1t
Se¢ins 10 we thal the condition was almost piti-
able, and that the struggle between right and
wrong, at such odds, ought not to have been
foroed upon your graud old Commonwealth.
But when it came—precipitated by the arro-
ranee of those accustomed to decsive and be-
iray  the people with imponity—l almost held
wy breath, and, a8 an Amecican citizen, proud
ol Lis country, prayed Gaod for the people's safe
deliveranoe, aud for u demonstration that they
had not tost thelr love fob honesty and right.

PHILADELPHIA, November 18 —Gov-
ernor-elect Pattison has appointed Hum-
vhrey D. Tate, of Bedford county, as his
private secretary. Mr, Tate arrived in this
city early yesterday morning, acd after a
chat with the incoming Governor, said that
he will immediately arrange his affairs for
the aceeptance of the position. He isa
native ol Bedford county, and was ad-
mitted to the bar in 1870. In 1876 he
was elected a Distriet Attoroey of his native
county., B was subsequently ted for
three smecessive terms as Prothonotary, and
was afterwepd chiel ¢lerk in the office of the
then Seeretary of theCommouwealth, W,
S. Stenger, serving outa full term of four
years. Since tbut tume he has been engaged
in the practice of his proiession. Mre. Tate
wus o delegate i the Democratic State Con-
vention at Seranton and was a cordial sup-
porter of Pattison tor Governor.

GORDON A SENATOR.

THE NOTED GEORGIAN DEFEATS THE EN-
TIRE FIELD.

He Wins on the First Ballot, Amid Wild
Excitement—A Black Eye for the Sub-
Tressury Scheme of the Farmers' Alll-
ance—The Speakoer's Vote,

ATLANTA, November 18, —General John
B. Gordon was to-day elected to the United
States Benate, to succeed Houn. Joseph E.
Brown, The Senate voted first, and Gordon
got 25 to 19 for the field.

The House voted at 12 o'clock, and Gor-
doo, on tne ecall of the roll, received T4
voles, lacking one of o mujority. Speaker
Howell then cast his vote for General Gor-
don. A dJramutic seene followed. DMen

Benator- Elect John B, Gordon,

went wild; the crowds in the lobbies broke
through the doorways, and the greatest en-
thusiasm prevailed,

The vote in detail was: Senate—Gordon,
25; T. M. Norwood, T; PatCalhoun, 6;J. K.
Hines, 3; N. J. Hammond, 2; 8. H. Hawkins,
1. In the Honse—Gordon, T5; Norwood, 38;
Calboun, 19; Hines, 10; Hammond, 7; Ham-
mond sud Hawkins were not candidates.
To-morrow the Legislatore will meet in
Jjoint session to consolidate the vote.

To-night Atlunta is wild with excitement.
Fireworks are being burned, brass bands are
playing and speeches delivered, There is
great rejoicing in Augusta over the election
of General Gordon to the Sennte, A salute
was fired this eyening in honor of his
election. Calhoun and Norwood had agreed
to the sub-treasury scheme of the Farmers'

KILLED IN HONDURAS,

An Ameriean Mects Death During the Late
Unpleasantness.
IEFECIAL TELEGRAM 10 THE DISFATOIt

WEW ORLEANS, November 18.— A cable-
gram received here to-day from Tegucia-
galpa, Honduras, announces that Alden
H. Baker, of New Orleans, was killed n
thie late SBanchez revolution in that ecoun-
try, being the only American to lose his life.
Mr, Baker was & brother of Page M, Baker, of
the New Orleans Times-Democrat. He
went to Honduras some years ago to ageept
the post of Chief of Police of that Republie,
but left the position some time ago. The
Americans residing in Honduras, some 200
in number, were all friendly to President
Bogran, snd & short while ago, when the
situation looked threatening, sent him word
that they wounld support his Government in
case of trouble,

They eame to his assistance in the late
revolution, and it is presnmed that Baker
lost his life in one of the battles in the
eapital, although there are no particulars,
except of his death. It is uaderstood that
President Dogran is specially indebied to
the Americans for the assistance they ren-
dered him in suppressing the late insur-
rection,

WILL XOT AFFECT THE CAUSE,

Maurice F. Wilhere, national delegate of
the Ancient Order of Hiberninns, in speak-
ing on the Parnell-O'Shea scandal, said:

HE SAYS THAT PARNELL CAN NO LONGER
BE THE LEADER.

Tom Walsh, a Washington Officinl, Gives
Vent to Aspersions on the Character of
the Irish Eavoys Now in This Country
Collecting Funds.

WasHINGTON, November 18.—“Tom"™
Waish, of the War Department, is the
leader of the Irish Radicals iw this eity.
Speaking of the Parnell scandsl, he said:

Parnell can no longer be leader of the lrish
party in Parliament. fle has disgraced him-
seif and the cause he was so prominent in. He
has set back bhome rule 20 years, Who will
lead 15 a question 1 am really unable to answer,
Either Iillon or Bexton: more probably Dillon,
He ia o brave, yet conservative man. He
would follow ous what he believed to ba the
line of his duty without regard to the personal
sacrifice involved, There is mo braver man
connected with the cause. Bexton would be
much weaker; he hasn't the outspoken egurnge
ol his convictions. No, Healy would never do,
Ha is too linpetuous—a flash in the pan.

By the way, can you tell me why Dillon,
O'Brien, Sullivan, Harrington, Gill and O'Con-
nor are appealing to the American public in
behalf of the famine-stricken poor of Irelana?
Ten vears ago they sald they would never again
ask this conntry for financial assistance, and
here thiey are again. They anuwounced three
months ago that they were coming, and A com-
mittes of prominent Americans was formed to
belp them in the work of solicitation. Now
they bave tome, and through their action this
American Commitiee has beon disbanded, C
anybody tell why?

If there is a famine, why was that committes

od out of existence? Ifthere is no famine,
then there is nothing to relleve. The whole

TROOPS IN MOTION TO PROTECT NORTH
DAKOTA SETTLERS.

Military Authorities Muke Light of the
Threatened Outbreak, but Are Strain-
ing Every Nerve to Moet It All the
Same—Refugees in Mandun. -

81, PauL, November 18, —Geaeral Ruger,

Commander of the Department of Dakota,

‘accompanied by his aide-de-camp, Lieuten-

ant Woodruff, returned this morning from
their tour of 1nspection among the various
posts of the Northwest. General Ruger
was  busy with accumulated work, but
Lientenant Woodruff said the reporis of
trouble were more or less exaggerated. Ie-
garding these raports he =aid that some of

the statements made are peculiar, particn-
larly those with reference to the belief that
Mandan is threatened by an armed force.

The Indians located nearest to Mandan
fre about 35 miles away, on the Cannon
Thev are thriity, industrious,
peaceable people, who have taken up elaims,
built huts and houses, own eattle, ponies
and wagons, and are in good eircum-
stances. The danger arises, not from these
Indizns, but from the red-skins in the
neighborhood of Standing Rock, who have
a wily and dangerous leader.

Troops from Fort Omaha, Fort Robinson,
Fort Niobrarn, Nebrasku, and a pack train
from Fort Russell, Wyoming, have been
ordered out to hold the Indians in check at
the Pine Ridge nud other agencies on the
Dakota frontier. Some of the companies
left for Pine Ridge sgency at 4 o'clock this
a'ternoon, and will be provided with rations
for 15 duys, The marching column will be
in commnand of Mnjor Butler, Troops at
Fort McKinney will also be ordered ont,
and leave in the morning for Douglas,
Wyo., with Colonel Gay V. Heary in com-
mand, The march is about 125 miles. The
troops at Forts Niobrara and Hobinson,
which are not fur from the seene of the difh-
culty, will march to-morrow,

At Mandan an easier feeling prevails
owing to the receipt of arms and ammu-
nition by the citizens, Seitlers are coming
in from all directions. Kvery house is full
of refugees from the country.

Masjor McLaughlin, agent at Standing
Rock, ndmits that he has lost control of the
Indians, Nevertheless, no outbreak is ex-
pected until spring.

General Miles deprecates the attention
newspapers are bestowing upon the move-
ments of troops, ssying that the news will
resch Indian eamps within 24 hours. He
says the failure of erops is the real cause of
the threatened outbreak. The Indiaus are
gelting Lheir rations mow. It is apparent
that the General regards the situation as
very serious.

The doctor is a large man,
who wears glasses. He was well dressed,
and did not present any outward signs of a
vagrant, Some years ago the doctor resided
in this city, where he practiced his pro-
fession and sold herb medicine. When ar-
rested last night the officer fonnd on him
considerable money and some jewelry—in
all more than §3,000 in value,

Detective Horne gave evidence of the ar-
rest after having seen the defendaut several
times wunder suspicious circumstanees
Stablekeeper Keliher gave evidence as to
the defendant’s character. He said that he
knew the doctor during the war, and during
the battle of Bull Run he (the doctor) was
very active in helping the sick and the
wounded. He had slways known the doctor
asa good citizen. Baloon Keeper Hurvey
also gave evidence as to the docter’s good
character during the war. About ten years
ago he missed the doctor, and did not see
him again until about ten days ago,

The defendant testified in his own bebalf
that he was waiting for a ear at Seventh and
Pennsylvania avenue last night, when he
heard two young men talking about New
York. They were talking wnen Detective
Horne eame along and stopped near them.
Witaess dented the charge against him, and
denounced the arrest as a shooking outrage.

Ou eross-examination, witness said that
he was never charged with a similar offense
in Eogland to thut indicated by the officer,
and that he was not mixed up in a seandal
implicating ecertain lords e said that
some newspapers attempted to say that he
was “Jack the Ripper,” but that was a silly
statement, to which he paid no atteation.

Later details say
General Seleverstroff came 0 the Hotel de
Bode every year and usually spent a couple
of monthe here. He occupied a room on
the first floor, looking into the Boulevard
des Italiens,

XO LIGHT ON THE MYSTERY,
